Bhlle Xeronakl refrained froa reading tho prograa to Ibrantebik, 
varieua probleas relating thereto ooro dlseusood daring Uw eeoversa- 
tlens. Thoro lo no doubt, aeeordiog to ibrantehikj that points taeb 
as ■eeUabaratlea for agalaat Bolahavlaa" ooald aoot alth

Bo doclared, hooovar, tbat a ehange la tho title could poaelblp bo 
Intredwed bp aeons of asgotlatlon. Ha la ollUng to eeaeeda to tho 
Great Buaaiaaa ttmt tbep oro not ro^oaolblo for BolafaovlsB and its 
polielea, but Insists tbat the Bada bo adntttod to the Coanell aa 
reprosantlng an Indopendsnt B0ilomaslan state, and that the qoostion 
of tho ii ltin iit* fate of Bl'slomssia, nbathor it diould b« an indopendont 
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Bountry or an intagral part of Russia, be postponed until the Ubera^ 
tlon of Bfelerusslan territories and the holdi^ of a plebiscite. 
(Prleately, in bis eonveraations with asbasey offloials, Abramtohltc 
has eiqveased the views that he does not believe total independence 
of any country in Eastern '’Urops to be possible after its liberation, 
but that all countries would be federated in one unit in accordance 
Ntth political trends now popular in the V'est of Europe.} 


One of the oost impcrbant problems treated during the Inter- 
vldka between Kereneki and Abramtchlk pertains to the borders of 
Bl’elorttsala. Tn this connection, Abrsmtchlk raised the .^uastion of 
the Council's actual views on the subject. He said that :(erenskl had 
ffiads no spsciflc statement w ith r egard to the territories inhabit^ 
fay BfblorttBSlans, while ?(Rf)VISV' in conversations with Dr. STi^EBVlC, 
a EQTslorttsslan rspressntatlvs in Gsroany, had limited the field to 
"te^torias occupied by the Soviet thiion in I???". Such limitations 
are eonsldersd with disfavar by Afaraatchllc, who sees tberein an attempt 
to transform the Sfelorusslan question into an internal Russian affair, 
(in thie connection, AbremtchiJc expressed hie regret that negotiations 
with SKslorusslan rspressntatlvs a were conducted eimultaneou^ iqr 
several Council reprssentatives and bis hope that in the future foUoie- 
ing his complaints on the subject to Kerenskl, these convereatlons would 
be oarried on by one duly authorlasd .oerson only.) In the qjinion of 
Afcramtchlk, the question of borders should be left open and extremely 
vague, as was dens by the Poles who recognised Slblaruasla de Jure 
(ly wrttlng a letter to Abramtchlk addressed to him. as the President 
of the B^blarvelsn Rada), but refrained from concluding an agreement 
concerning its bcrdsra.

In his eoDversatlona with .<erenslci, Afaramtchik cautioned him 
agalnat rashnees and exeeselve speed. The Sjfelorussian exiles had been 
subjected to anti-Russian propaganda for many years and one false 
step in attempting to bring the two groups of exiles together might 
bring catastrophe. He pointed out that he could not sl^ any agree- 
ment with the Council or give his oral support thereto without first 
obtaining the necessary authority from the i ada. Otherwise, he would 
ba considered a traitor to the Uelornsslan cause and would probably 
be CQB^lled to resign from the Rada. 


Abramtehik outlined his plans in dealing with this question 
as foUowa: in October, he idll discuss the possibility of cooperating 
with the Connell with the di&lorusaian exilea in Paris, Belgium, and 
Bcgland. He will then call together the Sixth Session of the Rada, 
iriileh was to have met in December, 1951, in tbs United Statee, but which 
be will convoke instead for November, 1951, and will request the Rada, 
the members of iritich are for the most part residents of the United 
States (70 meidbsrs of a total of 120 in exUe, and a former total of 
160), for authority to adhere to the Council should the latter accept 
the conditions presented by the B)felorusalana.
